An item in the estimates, which seems in 
itself inconsiderable, but which taken in 
connection with ail iss concomitant circum- 
stances and arrangements, is of great im- 
portance to a suction of our community 
which deserve well of the government, is 
that of tho Gum proposed for the conveyance 
ot mails to tho outlying farming districts of 
tho Island. 

It is now nearly eighteen months sinco tho 
expeditions went up to Cowichan, which re- 
nulled in the settlement of that disirict and 
Comox. Those parlies who took up lands in 
these far away districts, for the most part 
placed 11 firm reliance upon tho promises 
held out to them by those supposed to be in 
the confidence ol tho government. One of 
these promises wus the establishment of pos- 
tal communication between Victoria and the 
row settlements. Up to tho present time 
nothing has been done to forward this most 
desirable, and so far as tho comfort and well- 
being of the settlers is concerned, essential 
arrangement. The settler , :;re B cut off from 
Victoria entirely, and vlepc.ident upon '.heir 
own resources for getting to and from Vic- 
toria, and tho settlements, as well as for let- 
ters and necessary supplies. It seems strange 
ot first sight that tho item for the conveyance 
of mails to the coast settlements should ho so 
largo in comparison to the similnr item for 
carriage of mails to New Westminster, but 
when we consider that it will be necessary to 
to subsidize a steamer for the express pnr» 
pose of carrying the mails to our agricultural 
districts, the apparent discrepancy is readily 
accounted for, and the item is certainly by 
no means disproportionate to the necessity 
that exisls (or relieving the settlers Irom 
their present inconveniences; to which, from 
the want of proper communication with Vic. 
toria, they are subject The sum which it is 
proposed to allow for the postal service 
would in iiself be fcr from adequate payment 
for tho establishment of a steamer to call at 
all the settlements up to Comox but 
t is quite possible thai it might 
offer sufficient inducement to private 
individuals or a company to put on a 
steamer to run up lo Comox onco a fortnight 
during the fair season, calling at all the set* 
elcmeuts on the route j taking up freight of 
various kinds, and bringing down produce 
for the market. The certainly of this regular 
communication would not only induco the 
settlers to turn their attention more particu- 
larly to tho growth of vegetables and fruit, 
and the rearing of pigs and poultry for our 
markets, but would also tend to keep a check 
upon the bad conduct of the Indians, which 
nt Comox and other settlements is becoming 
serious, and will, if not checked, have a 
seriou3 effect upon the well-being of tho out- 
lying agricultural districts, which the occa- 
sional presence of a gun-boat does not seem to 
produce. It is to be hoped thnt on tho passing 
of this vote tho matter will be speedily taken up 
by some enterprising parties, with sufficient 
capital, to carry the thing out properly. 
There can be little doubt lliat tho establish- 
ment of regular steam communication would 
■work a material change and lasting improve- 
ment in our counlry settlements, the isola- 
tion of the farming districts has always been 
one of the greatest obstacles to the success of 
agricullure in this country, and the establish- 
ment of a coasting steamer to' bring all the 
outlying settlements into conslant connection 
and communication with Victoria, would be 
a great boon to ihe settlers, but the benefit 
•would not bo confined lo them alone, it 
would have a material effect upon the trade ol 
Victoria when the country becomes more 
settled up, as it inevitably will whonever the 
communication becomes good. The copper 
lodes also will stand some chance of being 
properly worked, when they can bo reached 
with less difficulty than they are at present, 
and ull those in Victoria who are interested 
in the development or the Vancouver min- 
eral vrealtb, will be benefitted. It is high 
ime also that the money promised to the 
Indians for the lands taken up by settlers 
should be paid. It is a disgrace to the Gov- 
ernment to leavo it unsettled for so long. 
Our countrymen who havo settled in tho col- 
ony intending to cultivate the laud, arc not 
fairly dealt with until these matters are at- 
tended to, ami it is impossible that wo can 
expect the settlement ol tho counlry lands to 
be a success until the Government does its 
duty towards tho settlers. 

We havo frequently been asked what has 
become of ihe bill for making Cowichan and 
Comox electoral districts. We car. only 
surmise that it has been strangled up stairs, 
or perhaps the Legislative Council are so 
overwhelmed with busiuess that they cannot 
find time to attend lo the wants of the coun- 
try districts. It would certainly be more 
satisfactory to the public if tlieyjinew what 
becamo of the numerous bills that seem to 
be for ever lost in the Upper House. 

THE QUESTION AT ISSUE. 

In our edition of Tuesday morning wo 
published an extract from a private letter 
from one of the members ol the deputation 
who recently waited on tho Duke of New- 
castle, in reference to a union of these 
colonies. From ttiat extract we lonrn that 
His Grace still entertains tho same opinions 
and wishes in this matter, which ho had 
previously expressed in his despatches ; and 
ho slates to the deputation that union may be 
easily accomplished, il it is desired by a 
majority ol the people; of both colonies. The 
resolutions laf&j uhipt^il, almost unanimous- 
lv, by our Legislative Assembly, will con- 
vinco His Grace that such a wish is 
strongly entertained by a majority of tho in- 
habitants of this island; and that tho estab- 
lishment of a joint Civil List was asked for, 
not only on account of the present economy 
of the measure, but as one great step lownrds 
that full and complete union, without which 
neither this colony nor British Columbia can 
evci hope to nltniu (be! lull measure of B rca: - 
uess to which iheir natural advantages 
nhould ultimately lead. Tho policy of the 
resolutions is a Union policy ; they aim at 
the only truo way of bringing about lhat end, 
by gradually smoothing away every obstacle 
which might tend to keep the colonies apart, by 
gradually assimilating their interests, and 
preventing that antagonism ami acerbity of 
feeling which must bo engendered between 
two rivM stales. Our pusiiion now Is. strik- 
ingly analogous to that occupied in timas 
not long gone by, by the Eastern provinces. 
We are Nova h'.eolia, with her commercial 
advantages, her forests, fisheries, and miner- 
als—British Columbia is Canada, with her 
large extent of valuablo inland territory; 
the policy which is noiv so atrongly urged in 
theso colonies, and which grows and 
strengthens with iheir rapidly advancing 
prosperity, till now, under trie hands of their 
wisest and most patriotic slatesnien, it is 
rapidly approaching a glorious fruitiou— that 
Policy should bo ours, and till it is so, wo

retarded by petty obstacles and annoyances, 
such as have so long consumed the energies 
and hindered the growth of our Eastern 
brethren. 

Our morning contemporary, with his usual 
presumption, settles the question now and 
for ever. He gravely assumes that the two 
colonies are fully and completely separated, 
and deliberately rejoices over the isolation of 
thi3 colony. While) congratulating British 
Columbia on her "escape from leading 
strings," nnd on her "independent nod noble 
future," ho humbly accepts the second place 
for his own country. Like Uriah lleep, he is I Tju Ti 
meekly glad to " shine by the reflected glory" 
of our neighbors, and " share their progress 
in a secondary degree." Still he thinks wo 
have some elemonts of prosperity to aid us in 
keeping up this borrowed lustre he is so proud 
of. "If ," ho says, " our expectations of the 
gold, copper, coal, timber and tish resources of 
this colony be substantial," we may manage 
to crawl along in tho wako of our flourish, 
ing neighbor. Mistaken mortal ! If a joint 
civil list be not granted by the Duke of 
Newcastle, wo mny bo deprived of these 
hypothetical resources. This oniony neither 
can nor will pay the enormous civil 
list proposed by the Duke, and if it 
be insisted upon, what becomes of 
onr resources? Undoubtedly they will bo 
appropriated to pay the salaries of our offi- 
cials. Without an acre of land for public 
purposes,Swith a heavy royalty on our timber 
and onr minerals, with our fisheries, by tho 
late action of a majority of our sapient 
legislators, still unknown and undeveloped, 
whero will bo our resources 1 Unless we are 
content to accept tho lowly position so highly 
appreciated by our contemporary — to become 
a petty " one- horse" dependency, like Prince 
Edward's Island, with a governor nt £800 a 
year, a Colonial Secretary at £500, and other 
officials in proportion, (as is enacted by a 
colonial law now on our stalute books,) we 
must hope for the success of the principles 
nnd policy laid down in the resolutions now, 
we trust, en route to the Imperial Secretary 
of Slate.

Mr. Franklin asked if he would be in 
order in wishing the resolutions on the civil 
list to come up lor examination, and for the 
concurrence of the Council ; also the same 
in regard to the resolutions on the harbor 
defences 1 

Tho Speaker said the civil list resolutions 
had d'sappeared from the Bouse; the harbor 
dolences affair wsh simply an address, aud 
has been already sent to the (!o;ernor. 
ways and « KAN'S. 
House iu Committee of the whole. — Mr. 
Franklin in llie Chair. 
Commissioner ol 1'olice — §2,000. 
Mr. DeCosmos asked why the salary was 
increased from last year? lie moved that 
the salary be SI, 750. Carried. 

Superintendent of Police, $1,500; voted; 
also clerk and storekeeper, 3800 ; two ser- 
gcanla at j?l 75 per diem; eight oonstablesiat 
SI 5D per diem ; cook at SI 50 per diorn ; 
one sergeant lor Fsquimalt, at S'J per diom ; 
contingencies, 3100 ; and extra constables, 
5500. 

(Governor of Gaol— 8000. 
Mr. DeCosmos and Mr. Duncan advocated 
cutting down this item to $250. 

Messrs. Voting, Helmcken, Trimble and 
Franklin opposed. 

Item voted ; also ono gaoler, $750 ; one 
assistant do, $500 ; one superintendent of 
convicts, §300 ; two convict guards at SI 50 
per diem ; two door guards at SI 50 per 
diem ; nnd contingencies, S25. 

Magistrate at Nanaimo — S 1 ,700. 
Mr. Bnyley asked if it were contemplated 
to appoint a harbor-master at Maoaimn ! 

Mr. Young said it was intended to make 
Nanaimo a port of entry, and a harbor master 
was necessary. It was intended lo make the 
N.a'nai ino magistrate harbor-master, and, in 
(act, general government agent; 

Mr. DeCosmos said ha would propose a 
reduction iu this salary. Ho did not see why 
the magisterial duties should not ba dono at 
Nanaioio as they aieat Alberni. by an officer 
of the company. Nanuirnq was owned by u 
company, ns Alberni is, and he thought might 
to managed in the same way. Ho moved 
that the salary be SI ,250, same as last yoar. 

Mr. Duncan supported, both in this par- 
ticular case and as a general principle; lio 
was opposed to raising salarios.

Mr. DeCosmos said that if the Clorlj did a 
wholo year's work he would not gruJgo him 
a full year'a salary, bul as ho did not seo why 
our Sissions should extend over a great part 
of tho year, and if wo had a Ministerial 
Council, whoso aclion would shorten the ses- 
sions to -10 or 50 days, he did not see why we 
should pay a Claris a full year's salary. He 
would move that the salary for the period ol 
the session be §750. 

Mr. Dannes said ho could not agree with 
the hon. member as to the length of the sos- 
sions being 40 or 50 days. And to get a 
gentleman ol education and experience for 
tho amount proposed, was impossible, lie 
(Mr. Dennes) would support the amount 
asked for. 

Col. Poster said this was an appointment 
ihe House could not do ivithcut; 

Mr. Street moved that Ihe salary be the 
same a-, last year— SI 250. 

Dr. Flelmcken said ho was of opinion that 
the House of Assembly should have a per- 
manent Cloik. By giving small salaries we 
oiler inducements for the Clork to leave 
whenever ho could get any thing better, nnd 
thus put tho business in confusion. There 
was a good deal of work to be done while 
the H use was not in session. Besides, lie 
thought the Clerk should bo obliged to devote 
his general services lo tho Government work, 
as should also tho Clerk of the Attorney 
General, and -in that case, he would voto for 
the full salary; otherwise, if tho Clerk only 
did tho work of the House, he would vote for 
reducing the salary. 

Mr. V'oung argued on the necessity of 
| having a permanent Clerk for tlio whole 
year at a proper salary. The position of 
Clo:k required n gentleman of education and 
abilitr, and wo could not expect to gel such 
an officer if we only engaged him for fi 
months, and left him unemployed for the 
rest of the year. Tho Executive would 
doubtless gladly. avail themselves of his ser- 
vices f»r tbu liirjo ho was unoccupied. 

Mr. DeCosmos withdrew his motion in 
favor of that ol Mr. Streoi for $125$, 

Dr. Powell supported the full amount 
asked for.

Passed. 

Quarter Sessions— Fees, 8250. />a3sed. 
Coroner— §1000. 

Mr. Young moved that this item bo voted 
as a whole. He believed this was the usual 
custom, aud ids object was that, as in England, 
the Coroner should boa salaried offljSial, and 
not bo paid by fees, so as to give people an 
Opportunity to say ho hold unnecessary in- 
quests, lie would proposu to giyo him $500 
or §G0O a year. 

Mr. .Street said Iho payment o^ fees was n 
guarantee that no bodies would bo interred 
till proper examination bad been held. He 
took particular exception to granijng rt Halury 
iu this case, ns the present incumbent had 
bean trying to impress his own views on 
members of the House, by button-holing 
lliciu, and saying that a salary had been 
promised by the Colonial .Secretary.

It was th» business 
of llie Executive to find a residence, and pay 
il oul of Ihe Crown revenue-. We had thrown 
over tho Civil List, and we would not get the 
Crown Lands. Without any disrespect lo 
the new Governor lie thought the Executive 
should look out for a residence for him. 

Mr. Slreet thought we should vote the 
amount ; it was rather paltry to throw over 
a vote of this kind. Il looked like disrespect 
to the coming Governor, 

Mr. DeCosmos said if there was only ono 
Governor coming, ho would bo happy to vote 
ihe mount, (Laughter.) Put if two were 
coming, he would be very chary ol doing 
so. 

Dr. Tolmie could not seo how we would be 
showing riiy disrespect by not voting this 
sun . 

The item was thrown out. The item of 
rent for Harbormaster's office, S.'!3(), was 
passed, aiso Pobtofflce §330, and Nanaimo 
gaol S100.

Mr. DeCosmos said the amount was too 
small; he wasjhappy to say that a majority 
of tho city members had had tho matter 
tinder consideration, and had agreed on ask- 
ing for a much larger sum in tho supplement- 
al estimates.

donald cross-examined by Mr. Wood — 1 as- 
signed my interest under agreement- of 4'.h 
April, in ihe spring of 18(j3. I remember 
meeting MoCleod and Hood up above. I told 
(hem that I intended to assign the agreement. 
I had no cause of dispute with Mr. Grcdni 

Re-examined by Ring — The road stood in 
very high favor. I had difficulty with Col. 
Moody in getting agreement in April, 1802 ; 
I wont with Green to see Col. Moody. I 
have seen Mr. Fisher with Hood nt fort 
Alexander ; Hjod engaged him to go over 
the road. 

Mr. (irccn recalled, nnd examined by Mr. 
Kjug — Mr. Legh copied the agreements from 
Mr. Cary's draft ; he was my clerk ; he made 
two copies, one for myself and 0110 I" 01, Hood. 
The first copy must have beeu completed 
several hours heforo tho other. I state it as 
a fact. Memorandum produced from Green 
to Maodonald, and read, as lo delivering 
certified copies of agreements lo Hood by tho 
20lh July. The reason why llie agreement 
of 15th June was nut mentioned is that it 
was in the possession of Hood. 1 handed 
this to Mr. Hood in an envelope marked 
private, .ami told him he ought to havu copies 
of tho other agreements. I went with him 
to MacJ xiahl'.i olfieo, and guaranteed that ho 
should have copies of the other documents. 
On entering Mr. Macdonald's office, Hood 
handed tho agreomenl to Macdonald to pul 
into his safe, Mr. Macdonald then wrqlo tfie 
memorandum I have just road, in which I 
guaranteed lo deliver copy ot agreement ; 
this must have been an hour heforo Iho La- 
boueheru left; 1 therefore say Mr. Hood had 
ample time to read it. A letter of John 
Morris put in — Mr, Wood objected to its 
being put iu. (Injection supported. Cross- 
examined by Wood— I have reconsidered the 
matter and, in fact, I had nut said all I could 
have said. Ilo had nu cdpy ol agreement 
April 4, I gave him a copy of tbo specifica- 
tion on the 25th Juno. Mr. Logh eopied it, 
and I gave it to Mr. Hood. Mr. Hood was 
hurried. I don't remember if the whistle 
was blowing. Mr. Hood must havo been 
very busy. 

Mr. Uishop then read tho ovldonoo taken 
by an order of his lienor D. Cameron, Esq , 
dated 23rd January, L864, of Adam Ross, 
Higgins aud Alexander Macdonald. 

Walter Mbbefl y, examined by A'JcCrcight 
— Tho first I beard ol iho Bentirick Arm .was 
on my way ftpm Now Westminster lo Hope;

10 tho liciititick Anp, and gave me a good 
account of it, and ho said he thouidit it 
would ho the bust roulo to Cariboo. Two ot 
three months nlttr litis I was in New West- 
minster and heard that several parlies had 
beeu making applications for a oharler, this 
was nt the end of 1801 or beginning ol 1802. 
[u tha spring of 18U2 it was ulinost impossible 
to get goods through by the Eraser river; 
tho bottling was to a great extent stopped, 
and the tioil was vary bin!, and WO hail to pay 
14 cents per one pound from yalo to Lytton ; 

11 is a distanco of 00 miles. I have mado 
soveral roaijs in Itritish Columbia. Isluuld 
first go over tho line with one vyhito man and 
two or three Indians to pack grub, nnd on 
my way up should (is points for ranking the 
road. Tho goyurrpueiit have always allowed 
deviations to bo made. I should say it would 
cost §700 to blazo il. It has never been 
customary in making a waggon-road, tfiat it 
should be idoutioal with tho bridlo-rond. I 
have compared tho form of specification of 
[ho Pontinck Arm with others; they are in 
a printed form. During the seuson of 1802 
I should think 500 Ions of goods would be 
gel over the road. In the summer of 1803, 
Mr. lfood tgiik n contract on the Eraser, it 
couimenood a littio above Cook's Fer -y. I 
think ho took tho conlrnot on 5th April, and It 
ended in September. J was Mr. Hood's engi- 
noor.

Reexamined by Mr, McCrmghl: — Laying 
out a trail and making a wagon road are 
quite different; I have devoted a good deal 
of attention lo making roads in British Col- 
umbia and other countries; tha blazing of Iho 
line rests in tho skill of the blazer; 1 made 
the estimate of 800,000 in respect to goods 
only and §2500 extra for the animals for 
teams; I do not deduit in thai amount iho 
cost of uf making that line ; 1 should 
think the cost of opening Iho mule trail such 
as the government would accept, would be 
?2O,O0O to 25,000. 

By the Jury. — The cost of wear ami tear 
for tho G yens would bo 81200 or 1500 a 
yoar. 

I think Iho expense of blazing would be 
§000. To lay dew'u a mule train you blaze 
trees ; now put in stukeH. if you get into 
swamps you have to corduroy ; you avoid 
hills il po: 6ib!e. 

Mr. Mori'Ls recalled and examined by Mr. 
Iting: — Letter produced — It is in my hand- 
writing, il is written on 2d August, from 
Cottonwood; il is a letter referring to a letter 
previously written; I claim to give explana- 
tions about tho letter, as something has been 
said about my former tostimony; on Wednes- 
day, 23d July, 1802, I wrote three letters, one 
lo Mrs. Morris, one lo Cnry, and one lo Green; 
having arrived nt Alexandria on '2lst July; I 
advised immediate action in making the trail; 
I met my son in law ihreo miles from C dton- 
wooil, J returned there and wrote tins letter, 
(letter read) 

We had to pay twelve blankots for the mo of four 
Indians mid thoy levied blaek mail of four more. 
Mr. Gary told ino ho had no moans to in-tkc the 
road ; witness explained that he could litre made 
tho rond from Bentlnck Arm to slide a distance of 25 
miles in two months; he described appearance of 
ihe slid" and the different diff|c<ilties and facilities 
in making tho road. I packed up provisions tq 
Alexander, it cost me about CU cci.ts per lb ; tha 
Indian eat up a great deal. 

Mr. Leigh, examined by Mr. McCroight — Shown 
deed. This is my signature as attes'lpg witness; 
the whole of the deed is in my handwriting ; the 
deed was made out in Ihe mull way ; the day be- 
fore the Labouchere left I wrote one out and part 
of another. On the morning tho I.aljoiichcre left 
I finished the deed and was one of the attesting 
willies tcs to il. Can't say how Ion a Hood was 
there, he was there Iho previous evening and also 
next morning. I had llr.islied it about 11. Tho 
Labouchere left at 2, tho deed was finished at that 
time ; there wer* three documents Written'; one fur 
the plaintiff and one fr.r the defendant. I had 
written a rough draft, I think tho day before, from 
which these were taken. I can't say positively 
how long Hood had to loud tho deed, it\c last .(eed 
was ready at 11 J the first copy was written the 
day previously. 1 am under the' impression that 
Hood saw it the day before. Mr. Hood was In and 
out of the office. I can't say that Hood was iu and 
out of the olllce the day heforo the Labouchere 
left. I can say positively ho was there in the 
morning; thoro would be the Interval fur readme; 
the second copy between Ihe hours of 1 1 and 2, 
end the lirat the previous day if he had been there. 
I thi:;k between 7 and 10. Hood came in nnd o-:t 
that morning two or thrpu times. Mr. Loyell la aii 
attesting witness. I believe he is at fciau Franoiaoo, 
he is not here. 

Cross examined by Mr. Wood — I decline to 
swear positively that Hood saw the agreement Ihe 
evening before, but my conviction is that he did 
read. I presume Mr. E. Green showed it to him. 
1 can't say what time the lirst copy was finished* 
1 think it was before tea. Can't s ly if Mr. Hood 
called after tea. I made a rough draft OrH; I think 
they wen: both taken from the original. 1 can't 
say what became of No. 1 whilst No. 2 was being 
written. I recollect Mr. Lovoll was present at the 
execution of ;ho deed. 1 don't rnii)einbcr anything 
that was said by Hood. { belieyc it was before 11.

The following Idler from our resident cor- 
respondent doh Uining the latest intelligence 
from the above settlement will bo read with 
interest.

ErJjtOIt BftrjlSlt Colonist. — It is now some 
lime siu'ce inydaat letter appeared in your 
paper. Sinou thon we havo hud quite nu ex- 
citement in tho settlement, and we fully ex- 
pected at one time to have ha-1 a quarrel, of 
rulhcr a serious nature with tho Indians, but 
it secrru now to havo blown over, and wc are 
again enjoying our usual (juiot, interrupted 
now and again by a robbery or something of 
that kind. About the new year we were 
visited by the gunboat 'i Forward, " Captain 
LasceileS, and although at that lime we were 
in imminent danger of the loss of our pio- 
party, and even our liven, and although the 
authorities know this to bo Ihe case, ntrauge 
lo say, Captain Laseelles had orders not lo 
interfere unless the Indians vyero brought 
aboard the gunboat, 

Now Mr. Kditor, can you inform us of 
what use tho gunboats are to llio settlements, 
if the settlers havo lo do the duty of the 
gunboats ! If we can go into an Indian 
ranch and talto away captives, wo can just 
as woll punish thorn when they commit 
crimes. 

1 am sorry lo have to say that the general 
feeling among tho settlors is that the gun- 
boats, so far, have done us more harm than 
good, and some qf those who wero at the 
meeting in Victoria, about r-.-year ago, com* 
plain bitterly of being induced lo coiiio here 
under promises of protection, which when 
called for is refused. Some of the .solders 
strongly advocate driving out the Euclntaw 
tribe tlicmjelvos without the interference of 
tho govori)iiiou , . ) and I think, if things go on 
niuob fori?, or us they nro ut present, llin day 
is nol far distant when tho ijctlleis will mus 
ter and try their own hands at tho work that 
ought to be done for us. 

After Cuptam Lascelle's muss with the 
Cowichan Indians, some of Iho papers and 
leading men or Victoria spoke of ihe houor- 
ublo Captain's doings in a way which plainly 
showed they know nothing at all of what 
they wero speaking. Had those men known 
anything pi tho Indian character, or had they 
had two months experience of a cottier's 
troubles, iboy would havu applauded instead 
of i)enoi|ncing his doings, l'coplo who have 
just coirja oi)l Irom the old country, and have 
been living quietly in Victoria know nothing, 
and ought lo have nothing to say in the 
management of Indian affairs. 

To day a settler left his house to go to a 
neighbors for half an hour, and on returning 
finds his door broken open and ali his things 
of any value gano | now hud tl)o gunboat 
when she was here taken any measures lo 
ljrid out and punish iho perpetrators of the 
nuii|erbt|s forrncr robberies, &o,, that had 
been com milted, tho nfla-.ir of to day would 
not have happened, 

1 havo often hoard it boasted that where- 
over tloats the Umion dack there is found 
full protection for life and property, but this 
docs ipt seem to be the case here. 

btrungo to say, too, tho Indian Reserve is 
plaoed in betwaou tho claim's ip suoh a posi- 
tion as to bo a groat inconvoniHiico to (hb 



whii-HS, when going from farm to farm or to 
ihe stores, and although when the Indian: 
are sober this is bad enough, when they are 
intoxicated — which is as oltcn as Ihsy are 
sober— for they are plentifully supplied with 
liquor, it is really dangerous, and settlers 
after coming a mile or two are frequently 
obliged lo return. Now there aro any 
uinoiinl of localities, which would suit ihe 
Indians us wel! us Iho whites much better, 
and were they removed a short distance from 
the settlements of th<) whites, they would not 
have so good an opporlm ■'. y for steuling, and 
prowling about to see what iniscluel they 
can do. 

Ip other ways our prosperous liltlo settle- 
ment is rapidly progressing. Barns, cattle 
sheds, (co„ are being reared ill all directions, 
while fenciog and ploughing is going on 
vigorously: each man vieing with the other 
to raise the best and largest crops for the 
ensuing harvest. All llie settlers are well 
salislied with their claims, and intend lo make 
tho best of them. This summer; should we 
havo communication, Victorians may look 
to Coin ix for fresh batter, eggs and veget- 
ables, while tho mills may expect, for the first 
time, to grind Comox wheal. 

It is a great; drawback to this settlement lo 
be, as we are ut present, cut offcompletuly 
from nil the rest of the civilised woild ; il is 
now quite time that wo had a regular postal 
communication, iho Government 1ms boon 
long enough thinking of it, and if they do 
intend to give it us tho sooner they do so the 
better. 

Some of the settlers havo sent homo for 
their wives and female relations, and there is 
no doubt, hail wo a regular communication, 
others Would do Ihe same. This is, without 
any exaggeration, the finest Iracl of fanning 
land known on the island, and will, ore long, 
ho able to compete with any place of its ex- 
tent, either in the old country or elsewhere.

Affairs iu Comox. 



Editor British Colonist— Sib, — Tho 

Comox settler* have again had serious rea- 
son to complain ol Ihe depredations of the 
natives, and especially ol the Eucletaws, a 
tribe who-e only riedit lo remain there lies 
in the inability of the proper owners of the 
land lo drive them out. This tribe who=e 
proper locality is Cape Mudge; has almost 
continually a lar^e force camped on the 
Indian Reserve at Oomoj, amounting some- 
times to over ;iOQ and seldom falling- abort of 
100, and as the tribe is numerous and power- 
ful and there is a conlinuons reflux and in- 
flux, they have many facilities for commit* 
ting depredations nnd escaping wilh 
impunity, 

Indians, it is well known, seldom attempt 
to ideal or commit any other act for which 
Iboy l;uow they will bo punished if caught, 
except in parties, so that thoy can have a 
•rojd watch kept. Il is therefore almost im- 
possible lo calch them in the act and equally 
impossible to get any of them to disclose the 
secret, for (hough hall of those in the ranches 
may know who nte the culprits nolhing but 
tho proper authority backed by a sufficient 
force to ensure compliance will overcome 
their invetorato habit of lying. Thus, it is 
impossible fur iho settlers alone to accom- 
plish both, on nccountj of thej distance they 
are apart, and the inability of nil to attend 
to such a call at a moment's notice. 

Tim most feasible plan for slopping such 
outrages, for bezides being thievish, they aro 
insolent and threatening in Iho extreme, 
appears lo he to make tho whole Iribe re- 
sponsible for the delivery of the guilty par- 
ties, whose punishment would be an example 
to others. Certain il Jis that the only way 
to put a permanent slop to such proceeding 
on the part of the natives is to make it al- 
most certain that the offenders trill he sovcr- 
ly punished. As tilings nro at present, 
neither life nor property is safe a single hour, 
and though it would be a groat pity to see so 
fine a district deserted, yet a man's life is 
worih infinitely more than all tho properly 
he could amass by remaining there. 

There is another poinf wldcl; It is neoos- 
sary to touch upon ) a question often asked 
by the Indians especially when excited from 
any cause is — " Whon aro you going to pay 
us for our hind ?" and thoy naturally look 
upon Ihe actual residents as those from 
whom thoy are to expect remmiernlion. Tho 
question* is a just ono as the Indians have 
every right to be paid for ihoir lands, nor 
should ihe claim, bo left longer unsettled as 
tho ill-will 'nnd bad feeling engendored 
thereby has to be borne by those who bavo 
not a word to say in the matter, 

Some timo sinoe a bill to constitute Cow- 
itchan, Alberni and Cbmoji electoral dis- 
tricts passed llie Lower House, but nothing 
inure has boen beard of it, If llie right to 
send ft rorSreseqidilve to the legislature of 
the colony is to bo granted us and wo can 
seo no reason why it should not, why is not 
tho bill mado low nt once ? We want some 
one to look alter our interests now, there is 
no use waiting till the close of Ihe session.

The severities ol Crucow are daily becom- 
ing more intolerable.

The victim was Chodanowskl, the 
alleged murdered of Hennnni, 1 ha spjt se- 
lected, and Iho fact that the victim was 
announced as having confessed his guilt 
seven weeks ago, shows that terrorism was 
llie chief object of Iheuxeoutior, The second 
execution, that of Vincent Puzadwojewskt, 
took placo on the 11th, at 10 a.m., on the 
glacis of the citadel. 

Tha Inst news fruiii Lithuania is that the 
son of Mouraviell* has ordered twenty-four 
confiscations uf entire villages, aud has se- 
questrated the estates of 1,994 persons, 
among whom aro liT'J peasants, 82 officials, 
18 dews, and 60 priests. A lady, named 
Thecla Iwicka, wdl known for her charities, 
aod having 1200 orphans under her care, has 
beei: forbidden by Mouravieff to continue to 
occupy herself with Ihe education ol the 
children sho has thus adopted. The buildings 
in which Ihey were lodged, and which wero 
given to Miss Iwicka by tho Countess Caro- 
line Czapka, havo been confiscated for tbo 
use of the military, and tho children either 
sent back lo their friends or placed in Russian 
establishments under priests of the Greek 
religion.
